ence committee oh the administration 
j currency bill agreed lo strike from the 
j measure the senate provision for an in- 
| surance fund to guarantee deposits in 
National banks. At that hour but a sin­ 
gle point of disagreement was still in 
dispute. T hat,was the composition of 
the federal reserve, board. The commit­ 
tee agreed to strike out the senate 
amendment which would allow the use 
of the new federal reserve notes as 
bank reserves. 
’Washington, Dec. 
21.—An 
all-day 
•conference of the joint congressional 
I committee on the currency bill pushed 
that measure close to completion to- 
j night. Problems involving the reserve 
• provisions, the size and character of 
the federal reserve board, the redemp- 
jtlon of 2 per cent government bonds 
and the retirement of the present Na­ 
tional bank currency proved trouble­ 
some, but the conferees finally smooth­ 
ed out most of the issues 
between 
House and Senate. When the two 
branches of congress convene tomor­ 
row it is expected plans will be made 
for a long recess beginning Tuesday. 
It wa* predicted tonight that the cur 
rency bill could be completed and 
signed by the president late tomorrow 
or Tuesday, and congress has dropped 
all other problems in anticipation of 
the first actual recess that it will have 
enjoyed since April 7. It is planned to 
halt all business until Jan. 12 and al­ 
low the legislators to enjoy as com­ 
plete a rest as the president, who will 
leave Washington for Pass Christian, 
Miss., as soon as the currency bill is 
signed. 
x 
The currency conferees assembled 
early in the day, and at the open­ 
ing of the evening session had settled 
many controverted points. An analy­ 
sis of the bill by Senator Owen and 
Representative Glass, chairman of the 
conferees, showed 42 points of dif­ 
ference between the two houses; but 
many of these were of a minor char­ 
acter aud were disposed of quickly. 
Among the more important decis­ 
ions of the committee today were the 
following: 
The minimum capital stock of each 
regional reserve bank was fixed at 04- 
000,000, a compromise between the 
03.000.000 of the senate bill and the 
05.000.000 minimum of th? house bill. 
The senate's provision 
for “from 
eight to twelve” regional banks was 
accepted by the house in place of the 
minimum of twelve fixed in the house 
bill. 
The senate’s provision 
that 
each 
member bank must subscribe for stock 
of the regional bank in its territory, 
equal to 6 per cent of the member 
bank’s capital and surplus, was ac­ 
cepted by the house to replace Its own 
provision that the subscription must 
equal 5 per cent of the member bank s 
capital. 
The senate gave way on its provis­ 
ion that no class B director of a reg­ 
ional bank could be a stockholder in 
any member bank. This would permit 
the three directors who 
represent 
agricultural, commercial or industrial 
interests in the directorates of each 
regional bank to own stock in local 
banks in their district.

Chihuahua, Mexico, Dec. 22.—“Any­ 
one who hereafter loots or molests 
property of foreigners or Mexicans 
will be executed. The right to con­ 
fiscate property will rest only with 
the Constitutionalist government.* 
Gen. Francisco Villa issued this or­ 
der today as showing his intention of 
maintaining strict military discipline. 
Aa an example, he executed on the 
plaza a band of revolutionists who 
had been found guilty by court-mar­ 
tial of sacking the home of a wealthy 
Mexican. While the six culprits were 
marched before the firing squad the 
stolen goods were returned to the 
owner. 
Ail stores confiscated from the ex­ 
pelled Spaniards today were closed 
and sealed. Orders were given that 
no more goods are to be taken from 
them. This action was 
believed 
to 
have resulted from the protest of the 
United States against the seizure of 
Spanish property. Already great quan 
titles of the goods, valued at sever­ 
al million dollars, had been utilized 
by the Carr&ncistas. The remainder 
of the property is to be held pending 
an investigation as to whether the 
owners aided the Huerta government 
Gen. Villa said his forces were be­ 
ing strengthened by desertions from 
the federal troops. Ho proclaimed am­ 
nesty to the federal 
soldiers 
who 
would surrender and give up their 
arms. Many federal troops are report­ 
ed to have joined the rebels. Three 
hundred thousand rounds of artillery 
ammunition were recovered from a 
lake east of Chihuahua, where they 
were hidden by Gen. Mercado's evac­ 
uating federals. 
Telegraphic end railroad communi­ 
cation has been extended as far west 
as Minxes and as far south as Ber- 
mejillo.

While all of us should like to see tile 
telegraph rates lowered and if neces­ 
sary have the government take over 
the entire business, we cannot fail to 
look with suspicion upon Postmaster 
General Burleson's idea of govern­ 
ment ownership. The postmaster gen­ 
eral has proved to be an effective man 
in his place, for he has succeeded in 
putting the postoffice department upon 
a paying basis. But when he makes 
the statement that a government tele­ 
graph system “has proved a success 
in England," we wonder Just what he 
means by SUCCESS. As a matter of 
fact, the taxpayers of England have 
paid a deficit averaging £400,000 a 
year for forty years. At present the 
annual deficit is much greater than the 
figures given. 
The information that 
the postmaster general is wrong, or 
else he has a peculiar idea of what 
constitutes success. 
This is not meant to be antagonistic 
to government ownership of the tele­ 
graph system. It is our opinion that 
government ownership is really advis­ 
able. The system could be made to pay 
expenses and still give 
the 
public 
cheaper rates than it is getting now. 
Still, the example of England is not 
flattering.
